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Canada’s Interest 
In World Conditions 


Six years have elapsed since Ger- 
many threw down the gauntlet to 
civilization and embarked upon her 
mad enterprise to .dominate the 
world. Almost two years have pas- 
sed since the signing of the armistice 
by which Germany acknowledged a 
humiliating defeat and» made an ab- 
ject surrender. 


Yet the world is still in a state of 
political uphéaval, with battles raging 
on many fronts and a state of war 
existant between nations of millions; 
of people. Russia and Poland ary} 
at war; Greece and Turkey, are still 
fighting, with the Greek armies ad- 
vancing right into the heart of Tur- 
key in Europe; British, French, Bel- 
gian and United States armies are’ 
yet in occupation of a large part of 
Germany; large bodies of British and 
French troops are constantly on 
guard in Mesopotamia and Syria. A 
recent visitor to Greece reports that 
martial law still: prevails there, and 
that all the old war regulations and 
restrictions are in full force, and that 
thousands of Greeks are in the army 
who have been there since 1912 and 
cannot get out. The United States 
is still technically at war with Ger- 
many and Austria, 

“Are these things of any vital inter- 
est to Canada, and have they any 
bearing upon Canadian conditions? 
Most decidedly so, As long as such 
unsettled conditions exist, there is an 
ever present danger of a spark start- 
ing a general conflagration, and Can- 
ada, as a member of the League of 
Nations, has a duty to perform to the 
world and may conceivably be drawn 
into any new struggle. 

That danger may be remote, but 
there is a phase of general world con- 
ditions, especially in Europe and Asia, 
which is affecting the welfare of, the 
people of Canada every day, whether 
they are fully conscious of it or not. 
Millions of men still in uniform 
means millrons of men drawn from 
productive work of all kinds, and an 
enormous strain upon the financial 
resources of all nations to maintain 
them and to keep the civilian popu- 
lation at home, their dependents, 
from starvation, 

Such a condition throws upon all 
other countries, like Canada, the bur- 
den of the task of feeding and supply- 
ing the world with necessities: So 
long as the work of prodtiction re- 
mains so much smaller than the de- 
mand for goods produced, the era of 
shortage and high prices must con- 
tinue. It means a continued inflation 
of credit with all the.evils that flow 
therefrom, It means that when the 
time of final readjustment comes 
there is increased danger of a panic 
which will shake the financial -and 
industrial world to its very founda- 
tions. 

Canada is interested in this situa- 
tion. As a nation it is interested in 
endeavoring tothe full extent of its 
powers and resources to -meet the 
world demand for food and necessi- 


ties of all kinds. It is a duty it owes 
to suffering mankind, but it is like- 
wise an opportunity which should not 
be lost to secure a large share of the 
world’s trade, The development of 
a large export trade is one of Can- 
ada’s economic necds, and the pres- 
ent opportunity for such development 
should not be disregarded. 
Canadians, as individuals, should 
likewise be interested’in the prevail- 
ing world situation, and all that it 
may portend for the future. The 
present is a time when not only 
should each individual be putting for- 
ward a maximum effort in their own, 
the Domitrion’s and the World's. in- 
terests, but it is a time when the 
individual should earnestly strive to 
conserve the results of their Jabor 
and lay an adequate pravision against 
the time when a “slump” will occur, 
industry be less active and remuner- 
ative than it is now, and the whole 
financial situation be “tightened up.” 
A general cry of “extravagance” is 
raised all round which is somewhat 
misleading. Undoubtedly a certain 
proportion of the population has en- 
joyed an increase in income in recent 
years more than sufficient to meet 
the increased cost of living, and they 
have been indulging in the purchase 
of ‘luxuries. This increased demand 


for luxuries has led to a great de-|_ 


mand for labor to produce such lux- 
uries, and such labor has beer draft- 
ed from industries: primarily devoted 
to the production of necessities. For 
example, tens of thousand of skilled 
artisans formerly .engaged in the 
manufacture of articles of actual 
necessity are now manufacturing 
automobiles by the thousand. As an 
inevitable’ result conditions are creat- 
ed which bear hardly on the less 
well-to-do. 

The lesson for Canada is to get 
iexk as quickly as possible to essen- 
tials; to curtail the production - and 
pttrchase of luxuries and to speed up 
on essential necessities. In the-sec- 
ond place, it will be the part of wis- 
dom for the indiyidual Canadian to 
conserve his earnings as far as pos- 
sible, to save and thereby serve, not 
only his country, but himself.

Employment Increase 


Reports From 5,100 Employers In- 
dicate That Industries Are 
In Good Shape 

Ottawa.—Reports from over 5,100 
employees to the Dominion. head-- 
quarters of the department of labor 
employment service indicate that, 
disregarding loss of time due to the 
strikes, there was another increase in 
the volume of employment during the 
week ending June 26. For the fol- 
lowing week, however, there was. a 
net decrease in staffs of 140 persons, 
or two percent. The decline was at- 
tributed mainly to be estimated cur- 
tailment of operations in the iron and 
steel group of industries because of 
a shortage of fuel. In comparison 
with the returns for six months ear- 
i in the year the firms reporting 
@Mated that they had made very con- 
siderable-additions to the number of 
persons on their payroll.

Dublin.— Renewed activity is ap- 
parent in Irish political circles favor- 
ing dominion authority. Many Irish- 
men of all political faiths are sub- 
scribing to the new funds being asked 
for and asking for Irish self-govern- 
ment, ° 

Nationalists—hitherio violently op- 
posed to this course have come reund 
to favor it and have the support of 
the Freeman’s Journal, which in re- 
cent months, under a new proprietor- 
ship, could not be distinguished from 
the Sinn Fein organization. 

In agreeing to waive the republit 
can claim and accept county opera- 
tton for Ulster, groups have met both 
parties and agreed to waive certain 
agreements so.that the settlement can 
be received, and Sinn Feiners think 
this will be the best policy. The 
Irish Journal looks forward sanguine- 
ly to an adjustment of the difficulty. 

Influential Irishmen, under Lord 
Dunraven’s leadership, are endeavor- 
ing to improve the conditions with 
the British government, and the Sinn 
Fein leaders to meet the premier, it 
is declared. 

Powerful influence on the Sinn 
Fein policy is exercised by the Re- 
publican army which numbers more 
than 200,000, ‘and has been. described 
as occupying towards the Dael Eire- 
ann, the sante relations as Cromwell's 
Ironsides, did to the commonwealth 
parliament.

Adds Dollars to 
The Prairie Farm 


\ny body of trees which 


protection to buildings or crops may 


be called a windbreak, This article 
has to do, however, only with belts 
of trees planted about frelds and farm 
buildings, especially for the purpose 
of breaking the force of the wind. 
Che typical windbreak is a belt con- 
sisting of from six to eight rows of 
trees and usually from a quarter of 
a mile to a mile in length 
The influence of a timber wind 

break Upon air currents is purel. | 
mechanical, Its effectiveness depen { 
therefore, upon how nearly impene- 
irable it is. The ordinary windbreak 
does not provide an absolute barrier 
to the wind; a certain amount of air 


forces its way between the branches 
and foliage of the trees, so that the 
movement of the air on the leeward 
side is not completely stopped but 
only greatly reduced. When wind- 
breaks. composed of such trees as 
cottonwood become old, wide  open- 
ings are left between the bare trunks 
and more wind get through near the 
ground than higher up, Such wind- 
breaks can be made efficient only by 
underplanting the cottonwood with 
other trees or shrubs. 


An ideal windbreak for checking 


wind currents would have the con- 
tour of an earth dam. In the central 
rows would be planted the tallest 
trees. Such a windbreak would not 
be easily penetrated, and its inclined 

* surface would divert the air currents 
upward and relieve the horizontal 
wind pressure. 

Breaking the mechanical force of 
the wind benefits the farmer most 
directly by protecting his grain crops 
and his orchard. The value of the 
windbreak in giving this protection 
is, of course, difficult to measure in 
dollars and- cents, but where winds are 
at all frequent such protection alone 
may be equal to the rental of the

Movement of the topsoil also may 
be checked and dust storms prevent- 
ed by breaking the force of the wind. 
For this réason windbreaks are of 


wind- 


immense benefit in sandy regions 
or regions where the soil is very 
fine. 


Added to the crop and soil protec- 
tion there is the personal comfort’ to 
be derived from protection from wind 
along the farm and home and along 
public roads: Furthermore, a. pro- 
tected home is heated in winter more 
readily, and hence more cheaply, than 
one exposed to the wind. 

There is no part of the United 
States, except small areas in the 
Cascade Mountains, which normally 
obtains more precipitation .than is 
needed for growing the best crops. 
The farmer usually plows, cultivates 
and mulches with the object of con- 
serving every drop of water that may 
reach the soil during the year. In 
the “dry-farming” regions of the 
West these conservation measures 
are carried farthest. Here it may be 
necessary to save the moisture of two 
seasons to grow a single crop. 

Anything which helps to conserve 
the moisture of the soil is of direct 
benefit to the farmer. The windbreak 
has this effect in a marked degree. 
The drying power of the wind is re- 
duced by the windbreak very nearly 
in the same proportion as its velocity. 
In the immediate lee of the “most 
effective windbreaks evaporation is 
reduced as much as 65 percent. Far- 
ther from the trees the reduction is 
less. The amount of reduction de- 
pends not only upon the density and 
proximity of the windbreaks, but upon 
whether the field is fallow or in the 
crops. The saving in moisture is 
least when the field is fallow, so that 
the only reduction is in the direct

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Dr. Tolmie Says Agriculture Will 
Help Pay Canada’s 
Debts 

That agriculture would play one of 
the most important parts in the pay- 
ing off of Canada’s war debt was one 
of the chief points made by Dr. Tol- 
inie, federal minister of agriculture, 
when he addressed the Canadian Club 
of Regina at a luncheon 

Despite the fact that there had 
been a steady increase in acreage in 
the last ten years, Dr. Tolmie said, 
there had also been a noticeable de- 
crease in yield per acre, the result 
of the one-crop system, Such a con- 
dition lead naturally to mixed farm- 
ing with livestock as the basis, 

During his travels in the west ,Dr. 
Tolmie said he had been struck by 
the absence of cattle on the land, 
There was a fine opportunity in Can- 
ada for a campaign for improvement 
in the quality of stock grown as wefl 
as the seed grown, “An increase of 
three bushels to the acre in the pro- 
duction of wheat in Canada,” he said, 
“would mean an annual increase to 
the country of over $118,000,000, and 
over $2,000,000 could be added to the 
income of the country by the adopt 
-ion of more intelligent and enter- 
prising methods of agriculture in 
all lines.” Annual experiments car- 
tied out on the government’s experi- 
mental farms had shown, said the 
speaker, that.a great increase in yield 
could be obtained from the use of 
good seed and the rotation of crops. 
The use of fertlizers was coming to 
be a necessity in parts of Canada, 
but not yet in the western provinces. 

“Over $500,000,000 could be added 
to the wealth of the country every 
year if the farmers would exercise 
more intelligence and enterprise in 
their agricultural operations,” declar- 
ed Dr. Tolmie. A great deal had al- 
ready been accomplished by the Do- 
minion. and provincial governments 
in encouraging them to do so, but a 
great deal remained to be done. The 
dairy industry in particularal needed 
encouragement, They were not 
enough silos in the country.

The Latest at 
Greenwich Observatory 


Observatory Founded Centuries Ago 
Keeps in Line with the 
Latest Developments 

Once every year avrather quaint 

ceremony is observed at Greenwich 

Observatory. An inspection of the 


Observatory is made by a “Board of! 


Visitors” to whom the Astronomer- 
Royal presents a report on the work 
of the preceding twelve months. The 
latest report shows that although the 
Observatory was founded centuries 
ago, at the very dawn of scientific 
navigation, it keeps in line with the 
latest developments. A new aerial 
has been erected to extend the range 
‘ever which wireless time signals can 
be received: These signals are now 
seceived ‘regularly from the Eiffel 
Tower, Nauen, and Annapolis. The 
Observatory also controls the opera- 
tion of time-balls in different parts 
of the country. These time balls are 
hoisted on a prominent mast and re- 
leased at specific hours by an elec- 
tric signal from the Observatory. The 
accuracy of the operation is checked 
by a return signal from the distant 
time-ball, Greenwich also controls 
“Big Ben’ the famous clock of the 
Houses of Parliament.

Now Under Test 


Huge Incubator Installed at Experi- 
mental Farm at 
Ottawa 


The ten thousand egg mammoth 
incubator installed by the poultry 
division at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, in 1919, did not give 
very satisfactory results during the 
first part of last year. It has again 
been tested and gave fair results dur- 
ing the early part of the present 
season, or during the time that the 
machine was not toaded to full cap- 
acity. However, when loaded to cap- 
acity, or nearly so, the later hatches 
have been poor, 

Upon investigating the cause of 
last year’s poor hatches it was decid- 
ed that the chief cause of the trouble 
was the lack of good ventilation, 
When this trouble was remedied and 
sufficient ventilation given, the 
hatches were improved. This year 
the same conditions were provided, 
and the results were quite satisfac- 
tory while the machine was not car- 
rying its full load, but as soon as it 
was filled to near its capacity the 
hatches were unsatisfactory. 

It is intended to give this machine 
a further test if the new incubator 
cellar is built this season,

Will Expend Five Millions in High- 
way Improvements 

During the first year in which the

At a meeting of the Select Stand- 
ing Committee of the House of Com- 
mons on Agriculture and Coloniza- 
tion called to consider the standard- 
ization of the parts of farm mach- 
inery the Honorable S. F. Tolmie, 
Minister of Agriculture, endorsed the 
proposed policy and expressed the 
hope that the difficulties in the way 


would be overcome, He then addres- 
sed the committee on the subject of 
agricultural education, emphasizing 
its value as applied to the livestock 
industry. He said, “Through -educa- 
tion we can look for greater improve- 
ment in the livestock industry of the 
Dominion, The scrub bull campaign 
is an educational campaign and in 
every province there is a great field 
for the improvement of live stock. 
Even in Ontario we find that 47 per- 
cent of the bulls in use are scrubs.” 

Better business methods for the 
farm were also advocated... The min- 
ister recommended that we should be 
more careful in counting the cost of 
production. The farmer who carries 
on mixed farming has perhaps one or 
two lines that are paying, some on 
which he is losing, and some on 
which he breaks even. It is in his 
interest to find out which of these 
lines are parasites on the thriving de- 
partments of the farm. By counting 
the cost of production, the farmer 
would not only be able to devote 
more energy toward developing the 
profitable branches, but’ he would be 
in a position to eliminate the unprof- 
itable. In this connection he referred 
to the marketing or farm praducts, 
and extended hearty congratulations 
to the farmers whose co-operative 
enterprises have been so successfully 
conducted. He considered that this 
work properly belonged to the activ- 
ities of the farmers themselves and 
as an. illustration of the value of co- 
operative practices he related his 
(personal experiences of co-operative 
creamery operations in British Col- 
umbia, where a system was developed 
that raised dairying from a slipshod

Accredited 
herds have a gugrantee behind them, 
and it is of advantage to breeders 
who are specializing in good stock. 
Throughouffiis address Dr, Tolmie 
urged the necessity of education for 
farmers in every branch of agricul- 
ture, He showed conclusively that 
success in agriculture is largely due 
to education; proper methods of cul- 
tivation, conservation of soil fertility 
and moisture, together with ti 
attention to seasonal requirements, 
go far to insuring abundant crops. 
Along with this a practical know- 
ledge and studyof market conditions 
throughout the world, and a good un- 
derstanding of local demands, enable 
us to dispose of our products at the 
right time and at adequate prices, 
A knowledge of the requirements of 
the human animal is essential if we 
are to get most out of life. This is 
especially true in the rural districts, 
where the knowledge must embrace 


the mental, physical and spiritual ~ 


needs of both ourselves and our 
neighbors. The home life, communi- 
ty life, and the life of the nation are 
largely dependent upon our mental 
attitude toward our work and our 
outlook on life in general. 


Aerial Landing Places 

Making Early Cross-Country Flights 

From One End of Dominiongs 
To The Other 


Landing places will shortly have 
all beeh marked out for cross-coun- 
try air flights in Canada, after which 
time it will be an easy matter for an 
airman to leave, say Halifax, and 
have his route charted through to the 
opposite side of the Dominion, with 
landing places marked on ‘his map 
at distances of about fifty miles apart. 
He will then know where to strike 
if a forced landing is imminent, 

Capt. Drummond, of the Air Board 
staff, Ottawa, has just completed a 
survey of the country between Win- 
nipeg and Sudbury, locating suitable 
airdrome and airsites to be charted 
for cross-country flying. In secking 
the locations, Capt. Drummond tray- 
elled by the Canadian National Rail- 
way to Hearst, and then by Grand 
Trunk Pacific... The landing places 
are marked along the lines of rail- 
way, which will be followed by air- 
men for their first attempts, 

It is éxpected that flying will be 
in progress at all four of the Air 
Board’s stations in Canada by the 
middle of August, The station at 
Vancouver is now in the course of 
construction, and machines are ong 
way. Mechanics are on the ground 
at Morley, Alta. and machines for 
use there are going forward at once, 
Rockcliffe hangar has been opened 
and Camp Borden is ‘already the 
scene of some military flying. Clas- 
ses at the latter camp will begin as 
soon as the necessary regulations 
have been approved by the cabinet 
council,

For Manitoba Highways 


Manitoba to Receive Federal Grant 
of $80,000 for Good 
Roads 

The Manitoba provincial treasury 
will this year be partly relieved of 
the burden of providing good roads 
in Manitoba, according to Hon, Geo. 
A. Grierson, minister of public works. 
Federal legislation-which becomes ef- 
fective provides that the federal gov- 
ernment shall give the province a flat 
grant of $80,000 for construction of 
roads, and bear the burden of 40 per- 
cent, of roads constructed, It is stat- 
ed, howéver, that the flat grant is in- 
cluded in the percentage quoted. An 
official request for this assistance will 
be made by the provincial govern- 
ment in the immediate future, 

Under the present provincial legis- 
lation the government bears 50 per- 
cent of the cost of construction in 
market roads and sixty-six and two- 
thirds percent of the cost of con- 
struction on provincial highways. In 
both cases, however, it is required 


that the roads be gravelled. One of} 


the stipulations on which federal gov- 
efnment pays 40 percent of the cost 
is that the particular road construc- 
tion work on which this has been 
paid must-be submitted for approval 
to the federal board set up under the 
act.
